Colerado’s New Line. 


Gen. G. M. Dodge of Denver is in town to-day.

An Enormous Land Suit. 


CurcaGco, III., March 28.—A dispatch from 
Austin, Tex., says: Probably the most im- 
portant litigation ever started in any court in- 
volving land has been begun here by the At- 


torney General. He has instituted proceed- 
ings against the Galveston, Harrisburg & San 
Antonio Railway Company and against the 
Texas portion of the Southern Pacific system 
to recover forty sections of the eighty claimed 
by the company in Kinney County. The con- 
stitution of 1876 set aside one-haif of the public 
domain to public free schools, and the Legis- 
lature the following year passed a 
law requiring locaters of certificates to 
survey alternate sections for the schools. 
Under this act millions of acres have been 
surveyed and sold. The Attorney-General in- 
sists that this law is distinct and separate from 
the constitutional provision, and he contends 
that the State is entitled to one-half of all the 
lands located under the law in addition tothe 
constitutional half. He brings suit against 
the railway company to recover half the land 
located by them. This isatestcase and will 
be far-reaching in its effect, as the title to 
millions of acres of Texas lands will depend 
upon the result. 


The New Denver Line. 


The Missouri Pacific’s Denver line will be thrown 
wide open next Sunday, Aprill. The first train will 
then be run over the line from Pueblo, the point to 
which the recent extension was built. Trains will be 


run solid from Kansas City to Denver after that date. 
The line is made by the third rail, which was laid and 
used by the Atchison until its independent line was 
bullt. 9 


The Colorado’s Plaus. 


Trade and Trafiic is responsible for the statement 
that the plans of the Atchison with regard to the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Colorado have been materially 
changed. It is stated thatthe road will be built to 


Versailles and thence to Lexington, where a junction 
will be made with the Hannibal & St. Louis, and 
then the line will be extended to the new 
Chicago line ofthe Atchison and an entrance thus 
effected into Kansas City. 


The Coal Reduction Spreading. 


The Mobile & Ohio has fallen into line on the reduc- 
tion of coal rates, making the rate for its nearest 
mines Jh cents, the same asthe Vandalia, and the 


rates to its faraway mines proportional to distance 
up to 624 cents. This leaves only three roads main- 
talning the old rates. 


Closing on Good Friday. 


At 12:30 this morning President Orthwein aséend- 
ed the rostrum of the Merchants’ Exchange and read 
a petition, signed by ten members of the Exchange, 
requesting that the Exchange be ordered closed 


on Good Friday, as is the practice in nearly 
all other cities. ter reading the petition Presi- 
dent Orthwein submitted the matter to the members 
assembled, and by a unanimous vote it was decided 
to close the Exchange on Friday next. 


THE SPOONER TELEGRAPH BILL, 


Dr. Norvin Green Before the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 28.—Dr. Norvin 
Green, President of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, addressed the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce this morning on 
the Spooner Interstate Telegraph bill. He 
said he did not appear to oppose a fair 
and reasonable enactment for the reg- 
ulation of the telegraph. If the telegraph 
was conimerce in the constitutional sense, 
and the Supreme Court had de- 
cided that its business is commerce, then 
there could be no question of the power 
of Oongress to enact such a law, such as 
that proposed. Ordinarily, his company 
would desire to be let alone, but under the 
circumstances it was not averse to such 
an enactment as proposed, with certain ob- 
ees features stricken out. He was 
ed to this concession from the fact 
that his company Owns and operates four- 
fifths, perhaps seven-eighths of all of the tele- 
graphs in the United States, and is, 
therefore, an apparent monopoly while 
in point of fact it has no exclusive 
franchises, no legal mae ne that anybody 
else cannot get. he elementary patents 
have expired and, except as to some im- 
proved methods, anybody might build and 
operate atélegraph. But the telegraphs had 
drifted into a combination, not from the 
grasping efforts of any one man or 
set of men, but from the necessitous 
laws of trade. The rates had been cheapened 
and the business greatly improved in its facil- 
ities and in promptness of service.

The trainmen procured lanterns and 
dragged from the wreck adozen passengers, 
five of them severely injured and the others 
badly shaken uP. None were fatally hurt. 

The names of two of the wounded persons 
are ©. C. Hogle of 293 East Twenty-first street 
and George A. Magoon of Muskegon. All the 
eight passengers wounded otherwise, were 
put upon the expresstrain which proceeded 
within an hour hour after the accident. The 
names of the other persons could not be pro- 
cured, owing to the efforts of the railroad peo- 
ple to suppress the particulars. It was re- 
ported that one mau was fatally hurt. 

THE WABASH BLAMED. 

At the Michigan Central office this morning 
it was stated that the track had already 
been cleared and that traffic would 
not be interrupted. None of the passengers 
were so badly injured as to prevent them | 
continuing their journey. he officers lay al 
the blame on the Wabash trainmen, as 
they say that their train had the 
right of way and that it was evident that the 
freight had not obeyed instructions to stop 
within 200 feet of the crossing. Several freight 
cars on the latter train were derailed but 
none of the hands were injured. 


The Conductor’s Account. 


DETROIT, March 28.—The fast express .on 
the Michigan Central, which met with an ac- 
cident near Burnside last night, arrived at 
8:45 this morning. Conductor Grosvenor was 


not very communicative as to the accident. 
„All there is to it,“ he said, is that 
we were crossing the Belt Line, eleven 
miles this side of Chicago. Just as we 
crossed, the Wabash freight, coming along 
on the Beit, plumped into our rear sleeper. 
It did not cut it in two, because the Wabash 
train was not runni more than six miles an 
hour. I guess these fellows did not know the 
road, and the heavy train pushed them into us 
before they knewit. No one was killed and 
allthe injured people were able to walk and 
went on to their destination.

Fatal Locomotive Explosion. 


HARTFORD, Conn., March 28.—The boiler of 
a locomotive attached to a passenger train on 
the New York & New England Railroad ex- 


ploded at North Manchester this morning, 
killing the engineer and fireman. 

The train consisted ofthe locomotive, bag- 
gage car and three passenger cars, filied with 
commutors bound for Hartford. Half a mile 
west of Manchester is a high railroad bridge 
over the Hockanum River. As the train ap- 
proached the bridge, the engineer shut off 
steam to slow up, when without warning the 
boiler burst. The force of the shock was ter- 
rific. Thelocomotive was shattered and the 
tender thrown from the track. The momen- 
tum of the train was sufliicient to push the 
wrecked engine feet. The front plat- 
form of the baggage car was demolished, 
but beyond that no serious damage was done 
tothe train. With the explosion came a cioud 
of steam which enveloped the train. The 
passengers knew that they were near the | 

ridge, and when the cars left the rails they 
wore panic stricken, fearing that they were 
about to be plunged into the river. When the 
train came to a standstill they found the 
engineer, James Kelso, near his locomotive 
unconscious and badly scalded, and the fire- 
man, John B. O’Connor, a few rods back 
dead with afractured skull. A physician on 
the train attended the injured engineer and 
found the ribs of his right side crushed. He 
cannot survive.

A RECENT Supreme Court decision de- 
clared that the State right to prohibit 
the manufacture and sale of liquors did 
not include the right to prohibit the im- 
portation of liquors from another State, 
as that would encroach upon the exclusive 
domain of Congress and abridge the 
freedom of interstate commerce.

SHOT ALMOST TO DEATH. 


James Connell, Stronger This Morning, 
Refuses to Clear Up a Mystery. 


James Connell, who resides with bis parents 
at 411 South Ewing avenue, is lying danger- 
ously wounded, a bullet- hole through his 
body, yet strangely enough persists in re- 
fusing to make any statement whatever that 
mightiead tothe discovery of his assailant. 
Shot almost to death he has lingered since 
Sunday morning in a critical condition 


that has caused the attending phy- 
siclans gravely shake their 
heads when questioned as to his chances 
for life, but the obstinacy of the young man 
has remained unshaken and to the repeated 
queries of father and mother will say nothing.

He had come si- 
lently and apparently alone, and when he 
was gouty carried up stairs and placed 
in bed, a great gaping wound in the back and 
anotherinthe chest, just below the collar- 
bone, showed where the bullet ofa 38-caliber 
revolver had ploughed its way clear through 
the body. octors were summoned, who 
dressed the wound and then left the patient in 
the hands of his family. Though suffering 
from loss of blood and very weak, 
the youn man could talk, but 
he merely said that he had 
been shot by some one,unknown to him on 
Ewing avenue, and that when he was better 
he would tell all he knew. The injured man’s 
father is much worried, but goes quietly 
about his duties with a sad face, simply say-

THE CHINESE TREATY. 


FULL TEXT OF THE DOCUMENT, WITH THE 
‘PRESIDENT’S LETTER.

Secretary Bayard’s Letter Reciting aud Ex. 
plaining the Provisions of the Treaty 
The Prohibition of Ohinese Labor Immi- 
gration—Oertain Exemptions and Priv- 
ileges—Indemnity for the Victims ef 
Western Riots—Duration of the Conven- 
tion. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 2.—The Presi- 
dent’s message transmitting the new Chinese 
treaty to the Senate, together with Secre- 
tary Bayard’s letter and the treaty itself, are 
printed here to-day. The following is the 
substance of the documents: 


Zo the Senate: 1 

I have the honor to transmit herewith 
and recommend for "hag constitu- 
tional approval a convention signed and 
concluded in this city on the 12th inst., under 
my direction, between the United States and 
China for the exclusion hereafter of 
Chinese laborers from coming into this 
country. The treaty is accompanied by 
a letter from the Secretary of State in recital 
of its provisions and explanatory of the rea- 
son for its negotiation, and with it are trans- 
mitted sundry documents giving the history 
of events connected with the presence and 
treatment of Chinese subjects in the United 
States. In view ofthe public interest which 
has for a long time been manifested in rela- 
tion to the question of Chinese immigration, it 
would seem advisable that the full text of this 
treaty should be made public, and I respat- 
fully recommend that an order to that effect 
be made by your honorable body. 

GROVER CLEVELAND.

SECRETARY BAYARD’S LETTER. 

The following is the letter of Secretary Bay- 
ard accompanying the treaty: 
To the President: 

I bave the honor to transmit. herewith, 
with a view to its being communicated to the 
Senate for its advice and consent, a conven- 
tion providing for the absolute prohibition of 
the coming of Chinese laborers into the 
United States, which was concluded in this city 
on the 12th inst. by me, under your instruc- 
tions and authority, and by the Chinese Min- 
ister at the Capitol under the imperial au- 
thority of China. By this arrangement we 
have secured the co-operation of Chinain the 
main purpose and object of the treaty, 
which is plainly stated in the first 
article of the convention to be 
the absolute oy ag of Chinese 
laborers from coming into the United States 
for twenty years and its renewal thereafter 
for a similar period, unless notice shall have 
been given, as provided in article 62. This 
precludes the return of any Chinese laborers 
who are not now inthis country, and forbids 
the coming into the United States of Chinese 
laborers from any quarter whatsoever. From 
this inhibition are excepted any Chinese 
laborer who has a lawful wife,child or parent 
in the United States or property therein of 
the value of $1,000, or debts of like 
amount due him and pending settile- 
ment. The considerations of bumanity and 
justice require these exceptions to be made, 
lor no lav should overlook the ties of family, 
andthe wages of labor are entitled to just pro- 
tection. Judging also by the statistics of the 
class in question and from general he dag ang 
such excepted cases will be practically few in 
numbers, infrequent, and easily capable 
of such regulations as will prevent 
abuse. The regulation and contro) of the 
issue of such certificates of return will 
be wholly in the hands of the United States of- 
ficials and power to prescribe other laws at 
discretion may be exercised by the United 
States. Such aright of return is fora limited 
period and the certificates are invalidated b 
the perpetration of frauds in connection with 
their procurementand use, and the United 
States are free to adopt such measures as may 
— advisable to check or punish any 
abuse. 


FRAUDULENT ENTRY. 

In the course of the late litigation In the 
United States Court in California, arising out 
of the contested claims of certain 
Chinese laborers to return to the 
United States, under the certificates now pro- 
vided by law, it bas been pertinently suggest- 
ed by the learned judges beforé whom the 
cases were tried that the detailed information 
contained in the certificates themselves, as 
now issued to the Chinese, furnished the 
means ot fraudulent entry of Chinese laborers 
to whom such certificates have been fraudu- 
lently transferred, and who are not entitied 
to come to the United States, and it has been 
pointed out thatifallthe facts requisite for 
complete identification of the departing 
Chinamen were retained in the United 
States official custody and a paper 
containing — a simple number and proper! 
marked, signed and countersigned by the of- 
ficers, were furnished, the means of detecting 
and preventing fraud in the transfer of the 
certificate would be given, and the present 
abuse made almost impossible of recurrence. 
Existing treaty privileges of travel and so- 
journ in the United States to Chinese officials, 
teachers, students, merchants and travelers 
for curiosity and pleasure remain undisturbed, 
as well as the transit right of laborers strictly 
to be exercised under United States regula- 
tions. 

It cannot be justiy alleged that any dis- 
crimination has been made against the 
Chinese by the laws of the 
United States, nor that they have 
been denied or obstructed in their access to 
avenues of public remedial justice, which are 
open to all persons alike, without distinction 
of race or nationality. But the fact remains 
that there has been a failure of justice in re- 
pression and punishment of crime and lawless 
violence of which Chinese were the victims 
owing to the mingled causes of race prejudice, 
labor rivalry, their peculiar Habits and segre- 
gation from other nationalities. The ill- 
treatment to which Chinese laborers 
have been subjected by lawiess 
and cruel men in certain scantily 
settled and remote regions of our jurisdiction 
where they are practically beyond the reach 
of the protecting arm of the law has been a 
subject of just complaint to their Govern- 
ment, as well as mortification and sorrow to 
our own. 

JUSTICE FOR THE INNOCENT SUFFERERS. 

The stipulations of our treaty with China 
do not demand the enactment or enforce- 
ment of laws discriminatingin favor of Chinese 
subjects in the United States, nor does 
it entitle them to greater or oer protec- 
tion than is accorded to citizens of the 
most favored nation. Tried by this test the 
Chinese in all cases of injury to their person 
or property are equal before the laws of this 
count to the citizens of any other most 
favored nation, and certainly to our own citi- 
zens. But the fact remains that they have 
suffered grievously in person and ene. 
erty, and while the marge A of the United 
States is wholly inadmissabie, yet it is com- 
petent for this Government, in hnu- 
mane consideration of those occurrences, 
80 discreditable the commun- 
ity in which they have taken place, 
and outside of the punitive powers of the na- 
tional Government, to make voluntary and 

enerous provision for those who have been 
nnocent victims of the lawless violence with- 
in our borders, and to thatend, following the 
dictates of humanity and, it may be added, 
the example of the Chinese Government in 
1 cases where American citizens, who 
were the subjects of mob violence in China, 
have been idemnified by the Govern- 
ment, the present treaty provides for 
the payment of the sum of money 
to be received as full indemnity for all such 
losses and injury sustained by Chinese sub- 
jects in the United States, to be reviewed and 
distributed by the Chinese Minister at this 
capital, The payment will, in a measure, re- 
move the reproach to our civilization caused 
by the crimes referred to, as well as redress 

rievances so seriously complained of by the 

Jhinese representative, and n 
will also reflect most beneficially upon the 
welfare of the American residents in China.

RIGHTS AND PROTECTION.

Whereas, Chinese subjects, being 
in remote and unsettled regions in the United 
States, have been the victims of injury in 
their 8 and property at the hands of 
wicked and lawless men, which unexpected 
events the Chinese Government regrets and 
for which it has claimed indemnity, the 
legal obligation of which the Govern- 
ment of the United States denies, 
and, whereas, the Government of the 
United States, humanely considering 
these injuries, and bearing in mind the firm 
and ancient friendship between the United 
States and China, which the high contracting 
parties wish to cement, is desirous of alleviat- 
ing the exceptional and deplorable suffering 
and losses to which the aforesaid Chinese have 
been subjected; therefore, the United States, 
without reference tothe question of liability 
therefor, (which as a legal obligation it de- 
nies) agree to pay on or before the ist day of 
— 1889, the sum of $276,619.75 to the Chin- 
ese Minister at this capital, who shall 
accept the same on behalf of his Government 
as full indemnity for all losses sustained by 
Chinese subjects as aforesaid and shall dis- 
tribute the suid money among the said suffer- 
ers and their relatives. 

DURATION OF THE TREATY. 

Article 6. This convention shall remain in 
force for a period of twenty years beginning 
with the date of the exchange of ratifications; 
and if, six months before the expiration of the 
said period of twenty years, neither Goverm 
ment shall formally have given notice of its 
termination to the otber, it shall remain in 
full force for another like period of twenty 
years.

NORTH AND SOUTH, 


An Organization Uniting the Blue and the 
Gray in Harmony. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTca. 

NEW YORK, March 28.—A new thing in or- 
ganizations of veterans of the war is the In- 
dependent Army and Navy Veterans’ Associa- 
tion. The object of this association is ‘‘To 
maintain a perfect union among its members, 
to establish harmony and discipline, to in- 
sure tranquillity, to promote the object of 
reconciliation between the blue and the gray 
veterans of 1861-5, to maintain true allegiance 
to the United States Government and un- 


swerving respect for and fidelity to the Con- 
stitution and the laws of the land and to en- 
courage the spread of universal liberty, equal 
rights and justice toall men.’’ 
he representative of this association in this 

city is Phil Sheridan Post, No. 1. Before 
adopting this name a letter was sent to the 
General stating the object of the association 
and asking permission to use his name. The 
General, in his reply granting the request, 
stated that hefully approved the objects of 
the new organization. The Post was accord- 
ingly formed, and on March 19 adopted rules 
and regulations. Here are two of them. 

‘*‘Comrades should enjoy themselves with 
innocent mirth, treating one another accord- 
ing to their ability, but avoiding all ex- 
cesses or. forcing any comrade to eat 
or drink beyond his inclinations, or hindering 
him from going when occasion calls him, or 
doing or saying anything offensive, or that 
may forbid, or any free and easy conversa- 
tion, for that would blast our harmony and 
defeat our laudable purposes; therefore, no 
private interests may be brought within our 
doors, far less any quarrels about religion or 
nations, we being only brothers and comrades 
of the universal religion above mentioned. 
Kindreds we are also of all nations, tongues 
and languages, and we are resolved against 
all politics as what never yet conduced to the 
welfare of any order nor ever will.“ 

‘*Comrades entering our post as members 
must lay aside all hatred and malice in regard 
to the past issues; yes, everything that may 
incite our blue and gray veterans to dishar- 
mony; we must fight prejudice in all its forms; 
in fact, everything that may hinder the for- 
warding of the pure and sincere spirit of our. 
institution. Friendship shall guide us, loy- 
alty be our armor and vigilance our sword to 
make way for reconciliation between our 
brothers North and South, Eastand West.’’ 

A bureau of relief and employment is also a 
feature of the organization, which differs but 
little from the G. A. R. except in admitting to 
membership both Union and Confederate 
soldiers and afew ‘‘patriotic, honorary citi- 
zens.’’

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THE CITY’S GROWTH, 


AS DEVELOPED BY THE DAILY SITTINGS 
OF THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The Most Remarkable Advance in the As- 
sessea Valuation of Property Has Oc- 
curred in the Section West of Grand 
Avenue, Between Morgan Street and the 
Clayton Read—Other Points of Advance 
~The Lafayette Park Region and the 
Northern and Southern Part of the City— 
Seme Interesting Facts for Taxpayers. 


The Board of Equalization is sitting daily in 
the Assessor’s office at the Court House, re- 
vising the assessment which was completed 
only a short time ago. This was the first as- 
sessment of real estate made in two years and 
the progress of the Board reveals some inter- 
esting facts about the city’s growth. 
There have been conservative reductions and 
increases in the assessments of the various 
districts, and though the decreases have been 
many the total assessment is shown to be 
$223 000, 000, an increase of about $8,000,000 over 
the previous assessment. There has been a 
steady, healthy growth,’’ said Assessor John 
J. O’Brien. ‘‘There has been no boom, but an 
increase in the taxable wealth of the city which 
is substantial and gratifying.’’ 

In what districts of the city have changes 
been made in the assessment?’’ 

DECREASE OF VALUE IN IMPROVEMENTS. 

There has been a decrease in that section 
east of Fourth street which, in some instances, 
amounts to as muchas 25 per cent. This is 
largely due to decrease inthe value of im- 
provements. All over the city decreases have 
been made where the value of the improye- 
ments has fallen materially and the ground 
has not advanced in value sufficiently to com- 
pensate forthe falling-off. The decrease on 
Lucas place will amount to 25 percent. There 
has been a decrease in the assessment 
on the property in the vicinity of 
Unbrig’s Cave due to the falling off in value on 
account of the erection on the Cave property 
of some inferior buildings. Some of this prop- 
erty has fallen off 15 per cent. Other property 
north of Washington avenue to Morgan street 
has been decreased from 5 to 15 per cent. 

From Jefferson avenue west to Grand av- 
enue, particularly in the section between Jef- 
ferson and Channing avenues,there have been 
marked decreases inthe assessment, due to 
a decline in the value of improvements. 

‘‘OLIVE STREET 

is an ome to this rule as throughout its 
length, with the exception of several blocks 
east of Jefferson avenue in the depression, 
the assessment has been generally increased. 
Between Fourth and Fourteenth streets the in- 
crease is from 2% to 40 per cent. All ofthe 
property between Market street and Lucas av- 
enue, Fourth and Twelfth streets,has been in- 
creased, but as the amounts are 
s0 Various it is dificult to find 
the average increase just now. At some 

oints in this district the increase is quite 
arge. The additional improvements which 
have been made in this section during the 
past two years and are now for the first time 
assessed have caused some of the increase in 
the assessment. The value of the property 
has also advanced. 

ABOUT LAFAYETTE PARK. 

„There has been little or no change in the 
assessment of the southern part of the city. 
We have made reductions in other years, and 
the property is now assessed as it 
should be. The section about Lafay- 
ette Park has really advanced in 
value of late, but so slow has been this growth 
that we did not think it wise to put on any 
burden of taxes, that might tend to check it. 
lthought that the assessment of Lafayette 
avenue should be increased, but we did not do 
it for the reasons I have stated. 

„HR CARONDELET ASSESSMENT 
has been — reduced, the reduction 
amounting to ey 25 per cept in many in- 
stances. here has been no change in North 
St. Louis to speak of except a 
WEST OF GRAND AVENUE, 

in which section there has been an Increase of 
value in common with the advance of that 
property lying between Morgan street and 
Nayton road. In the last-named section the 
most remarkable advance has been made. 
Some property between the old limits and 
Forest Park has advanced 100 per cent 
in value, and the assessment is raised ac- 
cordingly. As instances of the amount of tbe 
increase of assessment you might note these:

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THE KILLING OF NICHOLAS GOLDENKIROH | 
BY His BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


Some New Facts About the Murder at Wille 


_ iamsburg, N. J.—A Question of Property 
—Green, the Murderer, Ignorant of His 
Sister’s to the Hebrew Sales- 
man—The Mystery Fully Cleared Up. —

NEW Tonk, March 28.—The mystery which 
surrounded the shooting of Nicholas Golden- 
kirch on Monday night, by Charles W. Green 
in the parlor hall of Green't residenes at 
Williamsburgh, N. J., is clearing up in the 
light which the members of Goldenkirch’s 
family and others have been able to cast 
upon the relations of the principal persons 
concerned. The murdered man’s brother 
said yesterday: ‘‘Nicholas, as far as we know, 
had been married to Miss Green about five 
years. He had known her ever since she was 
a Uttle girl, and they may be said to have 
grown up together. When Nicholas 
went into business in New York 
these intimate relations ceased for 8 
time. Green never liked my brother. 
Ihave heard the latter speak of having had 
words with Green, but never know of any ac- 
tual quarrel. Why, the Greens have visited 
at our house for years past. Emily was here 
about a month ago. Sne often stayed with us 
two or three days at a time. On the other 
hand my brotber has frequently spent days 
with his wife in the house in Rodney street. 
As to the marriage there never was any ques- 
tion raised about it. I had not heard that 
Green objected to my brother spending the 
nights at his house. The last we saw of 
my brother was on Monday morning at 
the breakfast-table. When he did not come 
that night we inferred that he had stopped at 
his wife’s house on his way from the ferry and 
spent the night there. The first knowledge we 
had of the tragedy was what we saw in the 
morning papers. My brother was the princi- 
pal support of the family. His lust trip was 
for the firm of Passavant & Co. through the 
West and he reached home onlya few days 


ago. He said his trip had been one of the 
most successful he had ever made. 
PROPERTY INVOLVED. 
Mr. Goldenkirch was very reluctant to 
of the relations existing between Green an 
his brother. He admitted, however, that 
Green resented hig brother’s possible interest 
in the property ny ny bey Miss Green or 
Mrs. Goldenkirch. Green, he said, had spent 
almost all ot his own share of the estate and 
now he wanted his sister’s money as well. 
There are circumstances about this case, 
however, continued Mr. Goldenkirch, 
‘‘which I cannottell you, but you can say 
that all this trouble has arisen over money 
matters. 


Green was removed to Raymond street jail 
— 1 21 On his arrival at the jail he was 
met by his lawyer, to whom he made a state- 
mentofthe case. Hesaid he and his sister 
had inherited considerable property and that 
owing to the affection they bore each other, 
it nad been agreed between them that 
would always remain together. Speaking o 
Goldenkirch he said: ‘‘He was a Jew and I 
did not think that my sister had any thought 
of him, The fellow was a traveling salesman. 
When I found that there was afeel between

THE DARK SERVICE. 


Interesting Ceremonies Inaugurating the 
Solemnities of Holy Week. 


Holy Week services will be ushered in to- 
night, when the Catholic churches will echo 
with the mournful sounds of the tenebrae or 
‘‘dark’’ service, which is a reminder of the 
pall that fell upon the world at the crucli- 
fixion. The darkness that enveloped every- 


thing, the rending of the rocks and the 
other phenomena are symbolized by the 
action of the worshipers. The gloom is 
indicated by the gradual extinction of the 
candles during the singing of the benedictus. 
In the darkness and silence resulting the 
worshipers beat the desks or books with hands 
or feet, to imitate the convulsive groans 
which the ground gave at the moment of 
Christ’s death, considered by the religious as 
evidences of compassion on the part of inani- 
mate nature. To-day is commemorated the 
beginning of the Savior’s passion, which 
is supposed to have commenced with 
the betrayal of Judas on Wednesday. 
MAUNDY THURSDAY. 

However, the solemnities more truly begin 
with the dawn of Maundy Thursday. In this 
diocese which has such a vigorous Arch- 
bishop the solemnities begin even before 
dawn, for the Archbishop will be up to-mor- 
row before the . dawn shall have streaked 
the east, to bless the holy olls. This is avery 
beautiful ceremony, because its effects run 
through the coming year. The oils are 
blessed in orderjthat theymay properlyjperform 
their office in the hands of the various priests 
to whom they are distributed after the bless- 
ing for use the coming year. The oils are of 
three kinds: The oll of the sick, used to 
anoint those in danger of death; the oll of 
catechumens,’’ for baptismal anointing, and 
the chrism, ** mixture of oil of olives and 
balsam, used for —— anointing after the 
sacrament by abluti The ceremony of 
blessing consists of prayers, signs of the 
cross, and breathing upon the oils. When 
the consecration is accomplished the 
olls are sent immediately to each parish 
for use on Holy Saturday. The usuai order is 
to have a dozen priests assist in the service, 
and this will be observed at St. John’s 
Church to-morrow morning. 

In the afternoon of to-morrow the an- 
nual foot-washing ceremony wilitake place 
at St. John’s. he Archbishop will then 
bathe the feet of some orphans selected from 
St. Joseph's Asylum, the rite being an 
imitation of the Savior’s washing of the disci-, 
ples feet. Maunday Thursdy is also inter- 
esting to Catholics as it gives them the 15 
tunity of visiting the various churches which 
are usually handsomely decorated. The mass 
of the day is followed by the removal of the 
Eucharist from the tabernacle. The bells are 
silent and remain dumb until the ringing in of 
Easter. This stillness is a representation of 
the grief of the aposties over the 
Lord's death. The host being removed 
the coverings and ornamentation are taken 
from the altars which are thus left bare to de- 
note the abandoned state of Christ on the 


cross. 
GOOD FRIDAY. 

The churches are in the deepest mourning 
on Good Friday, mourning over the divine 
death. This sadness is shown in the black 
draping of the crucifix, the nakedness.of the 
altars, and the absence of masses and 
sacrifices. A very striking feature of 
this day’s solemnities as the uncovering of the 
wounds on the crucifix by the priest during 
the 8 observances. After the suffer - 
ings have been thus portrayed, the image is 
placed on a cushion and exposed outside the 
altar, and is humbly kissed by the worshipers. 

The blessing of the Paschal candle is the 
most interesting service connected with 
the observance Saturday. 
The candle emblem of 
the resurrection. five grains of 
frankincense, each grain representing one of 
the divine wounds. A deacon usually does 
this blessing in addition tothe consecration 
of the baptismal font and the Easter water. 
In past years no mass could be said on Holy 
Saturday, but now the office and mass of res- 
urrection are said a little before noon. This 
will be the last day of Lent, Easter coming 
with the Sabbath.

SPALDING’S BIG TRIP. 


Arrangements for the Scheme to Introduce 
Base Ball Into Australia. 


As announced in the SunNpayY Posr- Dis- 
PATCH President A. G. Spalding of the Chicago 
Club will send two base ball teams to 
Australia atthe close of the season. To this 
end, some time ago Mr. Spalding sent Mr. 
Leigh 8. Lynch, a well-known theatrical man, 
to Australia to thoroughly go over the ground 
in advance. Mr. Lynch’s report was most 


favorable to the enterprise, and he has been 
authorized to boom the scheme to the utmost 
in advance. Mr. Lynch is now in Australia 
carrying out his instructions, and has engaged 
grounds in all the principal cities in 
Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand. 
Spalding will select twenty 
from the various professional 
and place them under the 
control of Capt. Anson, who will have entire 
charge of the tour. ‘‘Every player,’’ says 
Mr. Spalding, ‘‘we take with us must be not 
only a ball player, but a gentleman in appear- 
ance, & — and address.
